They 
are  like  ravening  w  olves  in  iheep  s 
cloathing  ;  with  '  this  difference 
only,  they  v.  ill  not  utterly  deftroy 
us;  for  then  v.  e  iliould  no  longer 
be  of  any  fervice  to  them.  They 
will  fuckapart  of  our  vital  blood, 
but  not  all.  They  have  tolcd  i;s 
and  will  tole  us  alon^.  Vv  e  ple- 
beians are  asneceilaiy  to  thegieat 
ones  in  power  as  our  hordes  snd 
cows  are  to  us.  They  have  bri- 
dled and  faddicd  us  ;  and  they 
bootfd  andfpmred  with  their  wt.ipr 
in  their  hands,  have  mounted  up- 
on our  backs  and  will  ride  us  <in* 
ceJTanth  and  urmerei/ully  unleis  we 
kick  and  dljmour.t  them.  Depend

Let  us  110 
longer  be  duped  by  their  aitifice. 
As  you  value  your  intereft  ;  asyou 
value  everything  molt  dear  to  you 
aB  from  principle.  Let  the  magif- 
ti  ates  know  they  have  to  property 
in  you.  Form  yourfelves  betimes 
into  pure  Democratic  Societies  ; 
and  from  thefe  focietics  chufe  or 
delegate  committees  to  meet  at 
fbmc  convenient  place  to  nomi- 
nate formers  and  mechanics  in  each 
county,  rcf]  t  otively,  to  whom  we 
ought  to  give  our  vote.  Then  let 
us  not  do  our  bufinefs  by  halves, 
but  ejftttuaily.  Let  ns  to  a  man  vote 
for  the  peribns  they  may  nomi- 
nate. Let  us  be  unanimous  sivd 
united  in  this  moft  important  bui|- 
nefs  :  and  the  Squires  fnali  meet 
with  a  merited  foil.  Put  in  this 
cafe  without  unanimity,  vigilance 
and  activity  nothing  cap  be  eft*e<ft- 
ed. — Our  opponents  with  whom 
we  have  to  do,  are  deeply  inter- 
eftcd,  fuperlatively  ambitious,  in. 
defatigably  peileNeriiig  and  pro- 
foundly fnbilc.  They  and  their 
numerous  bands  of  relations  and 
dependants  will  flock,  fwarm  and 
fly  together  and  ftick  like  wax. 
Or  rat  her  like  the  Mac  edonian  pha- 
lanx they  will  ftand  in  thick  har- 
tallia  man  to  man,  bofs  to  bofs, 
and  ihicld  to  Oileld.  Of  Jack- 
hold-my-ftaffs,  cajolers  and  cajol- 
ed a  formidable  train. — By  "this 
time,  again,  I  fuppofe  they  are 
ready  to  malcdic't  and  execrate  the 
writer  hereof,  and  call  him  by  the 
genile  epithet  of  mad  man  or  fool, 
or  whatever  other  name  their  am- 
bition, their  pride,  their  felf  in- 
tc  cft  ever  fearful  of  difappoinr- 
meni  may  fuggeft.

Ma- 
ny of  them  hold  tw  o  or  three  polls 
of  p  -ofit ,  and  therefore  they  feel 
not  the  burden  of 

taxation  as  we 
feel.    Let  us  chufe  men  to  repre- 


fent  us  offmilnr  fltnations  atid  - 
tercfts  to  our  own  :  and  never  for- 
get the  fatal  couiequences  that  uni- 
formly and  natively  lefult  from 
truMng  too  much  pov.  er  to  any, 
one  man  or  body  of  men  whate- 
ver. Finally,  my  fellow  plebei- 
ans, fellow  citizens,  lovers  of  and 
fons  of  liberty,  or  by  any  other- 
endearing  appellation,  let  me  in  - 
treat  you  ;  that  founded  upon  the 
lafting,  felicitating  and  immortal 
principles  of  equality,  moderation 
and  virtue  :  you  tranfmit  your  li- 
berties nnfullied  and  undiminifhed 
to  the  lateft  pofterity.  Farewell  1

HOUSE  of  RFFKFSKNTATIVES 

Friday,  January  3. 
In  commute  of  the  whole  on  the. 
report  of  the  fcecreiaiy  of  State, 
concerning  the  piiviieges  and 
leftricticns  of  American  Com- 
merce, iaid  before  Cougrcls  a 
few  days  -ago. 
TV/Tft-  Madifon  aftar^  making 
XYXfondry  obfervaaons  on  our 
Commerce,  and  how  it  ftood  con- 
nected with  that  of  Europe,  he 
faid^IIe  did  not  wifh  to  irritate 
other  nations,  but  yet  he  wiihed 
to  fi.pport  our  own  intereft  with 
firmnefs  and  enrcgy.  When  fo- 
reign conforaption  clecreaced,  in- 
ternal manufactures  would  in- 
caeace.  In  particular,  bethought 
that  this  country  was  bound  by 
every  tie  ot  honor,  juflice  and  hu- 
manity, to  protect  our  citizens  in 
every  part  If  the  globe,  and  w  hen 
that  ,yv^^e\ond  our  power,  we 
o,i;  l.t^BC-.ake  them  reparation. 
AdvcrrjJ^to  this  idea,  he  obi'er- 
ved,  that  certain  powers  in  Eu- 
rope had  lately  violated  the  law  s 
ot  nations,  by  feizing  the  proper- 
ty of  our  citizens.  They  had  e- 
ven  eftal.lifhed  regulations  pro- 
feffedly  for  that  end.  He  would 
therefore  be  gfed  to  fee  -a  decree 
of  retribution.'  I'e  enlarced  up- 
on this  fentiment  at  fome  "length, 
and  conclnJed  a  very  ablefpeech, 
by  reading  the  following  rtfolu- 
tions ; 

Refolved,  as  the  opinion  of  this 
committee,  that  the  intereft  of 
the  United  Siates  w^oidd  be  pro- 
moted by  further  refti  icrions,  and 
higher  duties,  in  certain  cafes,  on 
the  manufactures  and  navigation 
of  foreign  nations,  employed  in 
the  commerce  cf  the  United  States 
than  thofe  new  impofed. 

I.  Refolved,  as  the  opinion  of 
this  committee,  that  an  addition- 
al duty,  ought  to  be  laid  on  the

cal: But  in  as  much  as  inch  a 
mtafure,  if  fuddenly  adopted, 
might  be  particularly  dlftreffing 
in  cafes  which  merit  the  beheVot 
lent  attention  of  the  United  Stares, 
it  is  expedient  for  the  prefent' 
that  a  tonnage  extraordinary, 
only  ot  be  impofed  on  the  vef- 
feis  fo  employed  ;  and  that  all  di- 
llilled  fpiiits,  imported  therein, 
ftall  be  lubjtcted  to  an  addition!

•  hlr.  Mmifka  then  took  a  gene- 
ral view  of  the  probable  elects 
which  the  adoption  of  fomeching 
like  the  rcfolmions  which  he  hail 
propoled  would  produce.  They 
would  produce,  refpecting  many 
articles  importeded,  a  competition 
which  would  enable  countries, 
who  do  not  now  fupply  us  with 
thofe  ai  tides,  to  do  ii,  and  would 
encreaie  the  encouragement  on 
fljch  as  we  can  produce  within  6ur- 
felves.  We  Ihould  alio  obtain  an 
equitable  mare  in  carving  our  own 
produce  j  we  mould  enter  into  the 
field  of  competition  on  equal  terms, 
and  enjoy  the  actu.d  benefit  of  ad- 
vantages which  nature  and  the' 
fpirit  of  ou;  people  entitltle  us  to. 

He  adverted  to  the  advantage- 
ous iituation  this  country  is  end. 
tied  to  ltand  in  coniidering  the  na- 
ture of  our  exports  and  returns. 
Our  exports  are  bulky,  and  there- 
fore muft  employ  much  lhipping, 
Which  might  be  nearly  all  our  own; 
our  expoits  are  chiefly  necellaries 
of  life,  of  raw  mateiials,  the  food 
for  the  m ami  fact  u  es  ot  other  na-^ 
tions.  On  the  contrary;  the  chief 
of  what  we  receive  front  otiier 
countries  we  can  either  dj  with' 
out  or  produce  lubftitutes. 

It  is  In  the  power  of  the  United 
States,  he  conceived,  uy  tx6  trig 
her  natural  rights,  wkhoot  viola- 
ting the  rights  or  even  the  equita- 
ble pretentions  of  other  nations, 
by  doing  no  more  than  molt  nati- 
ons do  for  the  protecti  m  of  their 
interefts,  and  much  left  than  fome, 
to  make  her  intercity  refpectcd  ; 
for  what  we  receive  from  otiier 
nations  are  but  luxuries  to  us, 
which,  if  we  chofe  to  throw  alide, 
■we  could  deprive  part  of  the  ma- 
nufacturers of  thote  luxuries,  of 
even  bread  t  If  we  are  forced  to  a 
contelt  of  felf-denial,  this  being 
the  cafe,  our  country  may  make 
he.-  enemies  feel  the  extent  of  her 
power. 

We  Hand  with  refpect  to  the  na- 
tion exporting  thofe  luxuries,  in 
the  relation  ot  an  opulent  Indivi- 
dual to  the  laborer  employed  in 
producing  the  fuperrluitis  for  his 
accomodation  ;  ''he  former  can  do 
without  thofe  luxuries,  the  con- 
iiimprion  of  which  gives  bread  to 
the  latter. 

He  did  not  propofe  or  wi(h  that 
the  United  Sates  ihould  at  prefent, 
go  ib  far  in  the  line  which  his  re- 
fjl unions  point  to  as  fhey  might 
go."  The  extent  to  which  the 
principles  involved  in  thofe  refo- 
lutions  ihould  be  carried  will  de- 
pend upon  tilling  up  the  blanks. 
To  go  to  the  very  extent  of  the 
principle  immediately,  might  be 
inconvenient :  He  wimed  only 
that  the  legiflature  (bo old  mark 
ont  the  ground  on  which  they 
think  our  national  rights  may  be 
vindicated. 

Let  us  eftablifh  found  principles  ; 
let  us  occupy  the  ground  on  which 
ve  think  we  ftand,  perhaps  it  may 
produce  the  effect  wi.lied  for, 
•without  unnecellary  irritation  ; 
•we  need  not  at  firll  go  every 
length. 

Another  consideration  would  in- 
duce him  to  be  moderate  in  filling 


Seized  and  uifpofed  of  in  fuch  a 
■way  that  damages  have  accrued. 
We  are  bound  either  to  obtainffe- 
paration  for  the  injuliice,  or  com- 
peniate  the  damage.  It  is  only  in 
the  tirft  inltance,  no  doubt,  that 
the  burden  is  to  be  thrown  upon 
the  United  States;  the  proper  de- 
partment of  government  will 
iloubt  take  proper  lteps  to  obtain* 
rediefs.  J 

The  jnftiee  of  foreign  nations 
will  cei  tainly  not  permit  them  to 
deny  reparation  when  the  breach 
of  the  law  of  nations  appeais  evi* 
dtntry  ;  at  any  rate  it  is  juft  that 
the  individual  ihould  not  fritter.
